Gordon J. Webster, vice president 
and fund drive chairman, today 
urged the 50 residential solicitors 
who have not as yet reported to 
"seek to make every effort to clean

Webster noted that "to a large 
extent the success of the drive will 
depend on the effort these last 50 
solicitors put Into it. Reports from 
gifts still to be received 
and 
therefore not as yet Included In the 
total — but which have been voted 
by various organisations or prom­ 
ised by Individuals and businesses 
will bring us up to within possibly 
$2,000 of our goal. If the 50 solicitors 
still out can make an excellent cam­

The record of accomplishment of 
the First National Bank of Gettys­ 
burg during the last 15 years was 
outlined by Its president, Edmund 
W. Thomas, at the 31st annual din­ 
ner of the shareholders of the bank 
Thursday night at the Hotel Gettys­ 
burg. 
Rev. Robert A MacAskill, pastor'of 
the Gettysburg Presbyterian Church, 
was the featured speaker at the din­ 
ner for 250. He had as his subject 
"The Investment and Dividends of 
Life.” The speaking program was 
carried over WGET. 
Telling the group that “the two 
functions of any good bank are to 
receive deposits and make sound 
loans,” President Thomas added. 
"The facts and records, particularly 
of growth, are the best yardstick by 
which you can tell when a bank is 
rendering a good service.” 
Plan Additional Capital 
For his comparisons he went back 
fifteen years ago, whop the bank 
was recapitalized, observing, “This 
growth in deposits and resources 
since the date of the last recap­ 
italization, 1942. have quite naturally 
brought about the necessity for addi­ 
tional capital and there will be of­ 
fered some individual capital stock 
In the near future subject to the 
approval of the shareholders and 
the 
supervisory 
authorities, 
due 
notice of which will be given the 
shareholders 
who 
will 
have 
the 
privilege of exercising their pre­ 
emptive rights to subscribe in pro­ 
portion to their holdings. 
“The excellent record of growth of 
your bank has made the additional 
capital stock necessary not only in 
keeping with governmental require­ 
ments which govern the ratio of 
capital stock but also to match this 
growth in size. 
Increase In Loans 
“Total loans of the bank In 1942 
were $1,280,561.16, while total loans 
as of October 15, 1957 were $3,734,- 
099.49, an Increase of $2,453,538.33 or 
191 per cent. 
“Deposits in 1942 were $2,681,309. 
As of October 15 of this year de­ 
posits totaled $7,775,912.82, an in­ 
crease of $5,094,603.82 or #190 per 
cent. 
“In 1942 your bank owned $581 - 
776.57 worth of U.S. Government 
bonds. Today It owns $2,099,987 Ou

Incidentally the 
great majority of the listing under 
other bonds and securities are tax 
free, municipal bonds. 
Resources Increase 
“During the 15 year period since 
the banks last recapitalization total 
resources have increased 160 per 
cent, from $3 305,194.41 in 1942 to 
$8,569,216.80 as of October 15 of this 
year. That is an increase of $5,264,- 
022.39. 
“The ratio of mortgages to total 
time deposits as of October 15 was 
43 per cent. Since a national bank 
may loan up to 60 per cent of its 
total time deposits for mortgages, 
we have 17 per cent still to use as 
the occasion arises. The ratio of 
total loans to total deposits is 48 per 
cent. 
“While our deposits have increased 
by $5,094,603, our total increase in 
bonds and loans have been $4,919,-

Frederick H. Knubel, first presi­ 
dent of the ULCA, and long had 
been prominent In church affairs 
himself. 
Paying tribute to him today, Dr. 
Franklin.Clark Fry, now president 
of the ULCA and the Lutheran 
World Federation, said, “There are 
few Christian leaders of his stature 
in our generation.” 
Di. Knubel was the salutatorian 
of the class of 1918 at the college 
and In 1923 was graduated from 
the Philadelphia seminary. He was 
ar assistant pastor in Rochester, 
N. Y., and then became pastor of 
the Church of 
the 
Reformation 
there. He was vice president of the 
Parish and Church School Board 
of the ULCA and later was presi­ 
dent of the Board of Education of 
the United Synod of New York. 
Surviving are his widow, two 
daughters, Helen and Dorothy Ann, 
and a son, Frederick Henry; and a 
sister. Dr. Knubel had offices In 
Manhattan and resided at New 
Rochelle.

Editor’s Note: This is the 
fifth in the series of articles on 
the life of P. T. Barnum, the 
great showman. 
the "Federal troops taking pot shots 
at me,” wrote of his effort. 
“I have advanced into enemy ter­ 
ritory and I have retreated from It. 
By far the retreating is the worst.” 
Extracts from his 1863 war diary 
follow; 
June 26th. Marched on the road 
to Gettysburg. Destroyed the furnace 
and rolling mills of the arch abo­ 
litionist Thaddeus Stevens. The mil­ 
itia abolitionists at Gettysburg make 
scarcely any show of resistance. Our 
cavalry defeated and ran them off 
My regiment was left in the town 
as guard. We occupied the Court­ 
house as quarters. The town was 
kept very orderly and quiet. The 
citizens expected us to revel and 
riot all night, burning and destroy­ 
ing property. They were therefore 
very much surprised at the quiet of 
the town. I paroled 48 Yankee pris­ 
oners and left them at Gettysburg. 
June 27th. Saturday. Marched out 
of Gettysburg in the direction of 
York. Enacmped at a little town of 
two stores. 
June 28th. Sunday. Triumphal 
entry into York. I was sent ahead 
to establish a guard and preserve

diary of General Clement A. Evans, 
the Confederate who was In com­ 
mand of troops in Gettysburg on 
June 26, 1863, and who covered Gen­ 
eral Lee’s retreat after his defeat 
here one week later, have been pre­ 
sented to the Adams County Hic- 
torical feociety and the Gettysburg 
College library by Henry M. Scharf, 
manager of the Hotel Gettysburg 
Mr.

General Evans 
was the father of Mrs. Lippincott. 
Clement a. Evans was a colonel 
In command of the 31st Georgia 
Regiment, Early’s Division, Ewell’s 
Corps. He became a brigadier gen­ 
eral May 20, 1864. He was filling the 
duties of a major general Just prior 
to Lee’s surrender at Appomattox. 
Gordon’s Brigade had then become 
Evans’ Brigade. General Evans died 
in 1911 in Atlanta, Ga. 
Retreat Was Worst 
The man who was in charge of 
the rear guard during Lee’s retreat 
out the Fairfield Rd. to the Po­ 
tomac River, racked with dysentery, 
wounded, clinging to the pommel of 
his saddle in a pouring rain with

Dividends From Life 
“To be ourselves we must have 
the right attitudes and the courage 
to follow these attitudes. There is 
a story I tell my children of the 
the queen of a faraway country 
who sent one page out to gather 
samples of all the weeds In the 
country. Then she sent another page 
to gather samples of all the flowers. 
The first page returned with his 
arms laden with weeds. He was 
downheartened and told his queen 
that all the land was overrun with 
weeds. The other page returned 
radiant to tell hit queen that all 
the land was filled with flowers. 
Both had found what they were 
looking for. 
“If you are to get rich dividends 
from life you must face life with 
expectancy. Many people miss the 
freshness and romance of life be­ 
cause they no longer had an ex­ 
pectancy for It. Life becomes a day 
to day routine, * hollow existence, 
a drudgery. 
“Too many people react to this 
spiritual loo*, by seeking material 
things which can never fulfill their 
needs. And they find that the rich 
can be pitifully poor, and the poor, 
who are rich in spirit, can be 
radiantly rich. 
Life Can Be Confused 
“Helen Keller has been blind, deaf 
and mute since the age of three; 
but she thanks God dally for 
though she cannot see the world, 
she can see God; though she can­ 
not speak, God* words are on her 
lips and though she cannot hear, 
God's word is In her heart. If such 
as she can be radiantly alive, why 
cannot we, who have so much more. 
“To invest properly in life we 
must have a purpose. We have seen 
many who plunged their lives to 
destruction because they had no 
firm purpose. We get out of life 
what we put in it. You can invest 
your life so that you receive rich 
dividends, or you can find life con­ 
fusing, for without a steady guiding 
purpose life will be confused and 
engulfed. We need a high and noble 
purpose In life, and one man who 
had such a purpose is well known 
to us, for he stood in the cemetery 
here and told the world that ‘we 
here highly resolve . . . that govern­ 
ment of the people, by the people, 
for the people shall not perish from 
the earth.’ We have benefited ever 
since from that high and noble 
purpose for which he gave his life. 
“Leonardo Da Vinci was painting 
some fruit on the table In his 
famed painting of the Last Supper 
when he saw a man staring at the 
fruit being painted. With one stroke 
he wiped out the painting of the 
bowl and fruit and told the man: 
This is not the place to look, but 
keep your eyes there,' on the face 
of Christ. 
“So should we keep our face there, 
on the face of Him Whose life was 
so Invested that we today and all 
mankind will reap dividends from 
it."

Four m o nths after the fire he 
reopened

to be defeated by a 
Democratic at the general election, 
due. it w as said. to the "forces 
of corruption, fraud and b rib ery ."

THE PROBLEM OF CHRISTIAN 
FREEDOM 
Key Verse: No temptation has 
overtaken you that is not common 
to man. God is faithful, and he will 
not let you be tempted beyond 
your strength, but with the tem pta­ 
tion will also provide the way of 
escape, that you may be able to 
endure it. I Corinthians 10:12. 
This lesson centers around the 
use or abuse of personal liberty. 
In a democracy where freedom is 
cherished as a right of every in­ 
dividual, the aspects of personal 
freedom are debated widely These 
"human rights and fundamental 
freedoms” are protected by the 
United Nations- and defined by the 
Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights. 
Personal freedom does not give 
an individual license to do any­ 
thing he wishes; it imposes a re­ 
sponsibility 
on 
the 
individual. 
Christian 
freedom 
goes 
a 
step 
further, for it involves tile principle 
of love over personal liberty. "The 
original doctrine of Christian love, 
as Jesus taught It rn his sayings 
and parables, received not wily 
An application, but also a new de­ 
velopment In the consciousness of 
the apostolic churches when the 
Apostle 
P a u l experienced 
and 
moulded their life.” 
Paul’* Interpretation 
Paul’a interpretation of Christian 
freedom in I Corinthians came as 
the result of questions and prob­ 
le m s arising in the church at 
Corinth. The new converts were 
disturbed about certain customs 
and practices which arose from 
the pagan society In which they 
lived. The more sophisticated and 
intellectual 
members scoifed 
at 
the more ignorant who took seri­ 
ously the m atter of eating m eat 
w'hlch had been offered to Idols. 
Paul cautioned them that "religion 
is not knowledge about God but 
knowing and sharing His loving na­ 
ture.” He reminded the sophisti­ 
cates that "knowledge puffs up, 
but 
love 
builds 
up.” 
Superior 
knowledge acts as a barrier be­ 
tween members of the church. Real 
knowledge 
brings 
humility 
and 
thoughtful 
consideration 
of 
the 
problems of others. "But lf one 
loves God, one is known by him ." 
Paul’s first teaching, then, is 
loving consideration for our fellow 
members. We must set an example 
which will help guide the mem­ 
bers who are "weak.” Weak does 
not mean the physically weak, but 
those who are new tai the faith 
and who are still influenced some­ 
what by the idolatrous community 
in w’hich they live. They need en­ 
couragement 
and 
guidance, 
not 
criticsm. Paul tried to teach the 
Christian truth that each believer 
has a personal moral responsi­ 
bility for the faith of his fellow 
believers. This is Christian free­ 
dom in the highest sense.

tian freedom. 
TTie church at Corinth was no 
different from congregations today 
who are divided DOiween ' ‘conserv­ 
atives” and "liberals.” Paul nsp- 
pened to agree with the practice 
of the "conservatives'’ end with 
the theory of the "liberals.” When 
reduced to practical experience tile 
question to be answered was, to 
what extent may a Christian par­ 
ticipate in 
the heathen 
society 
around him? Even in western lands 
today the problems of social drink­ 
ing, certain recreations in which 
there are strong moral tem pta­ 
tions affect 
the 
Christian 
very 
seriously. 
Jesus established personal free­ 
dom and the right to choose, shall 
we use it for His glory or shall 
we abuse it? The true goal of 
freedom should be to limit our 
own freedom in the interest of all 
of our fellojv believers. In this 
m anner we achieve a higher kind 
of freedom — a desire to bring 
all men to the knowledge and sav­ 
ing love of God.

record grooves. Advertisements 
read: "There is no permanent 
phonograph needle;" "Do you 
value your records?’’ and "Give 
your records the diamond touch.” 
This has brought varied reaction. 
The old-timer has laughed and 
said, "So much foolishness; why 
I can remember when we bought 
a metal needle which lasted a 
lifetime." The 
audiophile 
has 
hailed the diamond stylus as the 
answer 
to 
tormenting 
record 
wear and annoying scratch. 
Why the diamond? There are 
today three types of phonograph 
needles; metal, sapphire, and dia­ 
mond. Due to the decreased size 
of the microgroove playing point 
the wear exerted on the point of 
the needle is much greater than 
with the former 78 rpm style 
record. A metal tip needle will 
last only 15 playing hours, a 
sapphire tip 65 playing hours, but 
a diamond tip will last up to 1.500 
playing hours without apprecia­ 
ble wear. Is this important to 
the Hi-Fi oowner? Yes, because 
when a needle tip wears it takes 
the shape of a chisel and actually 
cuts and carves the sides of the 
record groove causing permanent 
damage to your valued records. 
It is cheaper to change needles 
periodically than to replace rec­ 
ords.

To Description Room 
Once an appliance has passed 
all tests and has been awarded the 
Approval Seal — a cigar-passing 
event among the 40 or so manu­ 
facturers’ representatives usually 
present at the laboratories — it Is 
sent to the description room.

Heating Modernization Adds 
To Comfort, Home Valuation 
Central heating system*, usually 
out of tight, too often become out 
of mind. 
Aa a result, the gat heating in­ 
dustry any*, many an ancient fur­ 
nace plugs along in solitary bore­ 
dom — unseen, unsung and un­ 
replaced. 
Experts of the Chi* Appliance 
Manufacturers 
Association 
point 
out that the tendency of many 
home-owners is to re-decorate or 
renovate only what they see every­ 
day. or what a visitor ie likely to 
tee — the living room, the kitchen., 
the bathroom or tile lighting system. 
But In many instances where at­ 
tention has been focused on these 
upstairs repairs, 
the furnace or 
boiler 
has 
passed 
from

through maturity to old age, handed 
along from houseowner to house­ 
owner or from generation to gener­ 
ation. 
Unfortunately, GAMA says, the 
level of family comfort begins to 
drop as the heating unit becomes 
obsolete, and so does the stability 
of the house. 
Greater Livability 
Chi the^ other hand, It has been 
found that greater livability and 
higher evaluation of homes is made 
possible by modern heating systems, 
particularly those operating on gas. 
Now the most sought-after heat­ 
ing fuel, gas ow’es much of its 
popularity to its adaptability to 
any kind of home construction or 
modernization. 
New gas furnaces, for example, 
are compact, along the lines of 
filing cabinets; thus they can be 
installed either In a minimum of 
basement space or can be given an 
upper-floor location without being 
considered, an encumbrance. Fur­ 
thermore, for those with an eye to 
year-round comfort, it 
is 
note­ 
worthy that gas furnace blowers, 
ducts and 
filters can do extra 
duty as parts of an air conditioning 
system. 
In homes without basements and 
in dwellings that are hard to heat, 
gas equipment lends itself to perim­ 
eter heating, wherein the ducts are 
placed along the outside walls. For 
rambling homes, the industry now 
offers decorus room heaters to take

Smoking and matches continue 
to be the ranking cause of fires 
in the home, according to NFPA.

A leading radio and television 
manufacturer reported that “ the

Gas Appliances Are Answer 
To "Whims Of Weatherman'' 
There used to be a saying that lf 
you hung out a wash on the line 
it was sure to rain. And although 
Mark Twain is generally credited 
with the remark that everybody 
talks about the weather but nobody 
ever does anything about it, the 
truth is that Charles Dudley War­ 
ner wrote this in an editorial in the 
Hartford (Conn.) Courant in 1890. 
The astute Mr. Warner may have 
been right about that some fifty- 
odd years ago. But today? Not 
altogether right, Mr. Warner. For 
something has been done about the 
weather. 
Just as the automatic washing 
machine started to take over wash­ 
day drudgery In 1920. so today the 
automatic gas 
laundry dryer 
is 
eliminating all 
the heavy work 
entailed in drying clothes. 
Time was when most homemakers 
trudged up the basement steps with 
a heavy basket of wet clothes, 
stretched a clothesline, stooped over 
hundreds of times to hang up the 
clothes. More often than not. a 
storm came up and the homemaker 
had to scurry out to struggle with 
flapping, soggy clothe*, carry them 
indoors and hang them wherever 
she could in basement, bathroom, 
attic, kitchen or porch. 
Take* Over Chores

Aa soon aa the washing is done, 
all laundry can be tossed into the 
dryer direct from the washer.

The fortunate owner of a laundry 
dryer finds that her towels don’t 
have to be Ironed at all. Their tex­ 
ture Is smooth instead of crumply 
and crooked from line-drying. All 
corduroys, chenille bedspreads, bath­ 
mats and most underwear needs 
only a gentle smoothing with the 
hand. 
Since you don’t have to depend 
on the weatherman’s whims 
to 
decide when to wash, the clothes 
hamper never overflows. Washing 
and drying can be done two, three 
or four times a week. And that 
means you require a smaller supply 
of household linens or clothing. 
This 
s especially helpful where 
there are young babies or children 
In the house who must have lots of 
clothing no matter what the season. 
There is saving in wear and tear. 
For all the problems of outdoor 
drying are eliminated — the dust, 
the rain, sleet and snow, the slip­ 
ping clotheslines, the soot, smoke 
and smog. 
Heather Not Important 
We started with that old favorite 
topic — the weather. Yet to the 
many thousands of owners of gas 
laundry 
dryers, 
weather 
doesn’t 
seem to be important after all. 
When the gas Industry questioned 
dryer owners, they found that they 
liked best the fact that their clothes 
are soft and white and seem to have 
a finer texture. Next in importance 
to them is the great saving in work 
and time and ironing. 
Maybe Charles Dudley Warner 
was right. Up to a point. But not a 
single owner of a laundry dryer will 
ever believe him. Because something 
has been done about the weather.

Families today aren’t just grow­ 
ing in size, they’re growing in the 
number of interests for each mem­ 
ber of the household. As a result, 
one of the most important objec­ 
tives in typical home moderniza­ 
tion projects is to develop useful 
recreation areas. 
In some respects this is harder 
than merely finding space for some 
household operation, or for storage. 
Play space has to be clear space 
— you can’t sit right next to a 
television set or a record player, 
or play ping pong around obstacles 
It has to be comfortable space, 


with Ihe right temperature and 
freedom 
from 
dust and 
noise. 
These requirements, say heating 
experts, help explain the tremend­ 
ous* popularity of gas-fueled wall 
beaters, or wall furnaces. Fitting 
snugly into a wall, they require 
little or no floor space Their quiet 
operation, attractive finishes and 
improved insulation make them 
good ‘‘close quarters” companions. 
Automatic controls assure their 
giving out steady, even heat at 
any desired temperature 


A good rule-of-thumb to follow 
in estimating hot water needs is 
to figure 25 to 30 gallons per per­ 
son per day. 


UNLITTERED HOBBYING 
Almost any hobby is likely to 
generate combustible litter, whether 
Its wood shavings, paper contain­ 
ers, or plastic wrappings. Then, 
too, the hobbyist may contribute 
food scraps and cigarette stubs. 
These are some reasons why gas 
incinerators are increasingly popular 
in basements devoted largely to ! 

They permit quick I 
and easy disposal of all types of 
combustible garbage and trash.

Stuffed Fish Fillets 
Ingredients:

(4 slices bread including crusts) 
fresh bread crumbs, 
teaspoon 
salt, V« teaspoon white pepper, ‘4 
teaspoon dried crumbled thyme, 
2 tablespoons lemon juice, 8 fresh 
flounder fillets (abdut 2 pounds,) 
paprika. 
Method: Reserve I tablespoon of 
the butter; melt the remaining 
butter in a 
10-inch skillet. Add 
the grated carrot, chopped celery 
and onion. Cook gently, stirring 
occasionally, until partly tender — 
about id minutes. Add the bread 
crumbs, salt, pepper, thyme and 
lemon juice: mix well. Arrange 4 
of the fish fillets In a baking pan 
so they cover the bottom; a pan 
that is about 8 by 12 Inches is a 
good size. Spoon the stuffing even 
17 over'’ the fish; cover with re­ 
maining fillets. Sprinkle fish with 
paprika. Dot with remaining table­ 
spoon of butter. Bake in moderate 
(350 degrees) oven 40 to 45 minutes 
— until fish is opaque through and 
flakes easily. Baste several times 
with butter that drips down. Makes 
6 servings. 
Note: Frozen fish fillets may be 
used to this recipe if they are 
thawed first. Perch would be a 
good variety to choose.

Fall can be a busy season for 
home movie fans both outdoors 
and In. Outdoors. Mother Nature 
daubs the countryside in rainbow 
colors that form a brillant back­ 
ground for football games or family 
excursions. Indoors, this is a ideal 
time to splice and edit the summer s 
crop of movies. 
Of course, it s a good idea to 
use thought during the shooting 
stage so as not to depend entirely 
on editing later on to salvage your 
movies. Tile film s interest can be 
heightened 
greatly 
by 
varying 
shooting distances. A turret camera 
or one with interchangeable lens.se 
acoompllsnes this with no physical 
exertion, but you can still get long 
shots, medium views and smash 
closeups with a single lens by re­ 
sorting to leg work. Just remember 
that ifs worth tile effort while 
shooting. 
Flexibility Required 
A certain amount of flexibility 
is required also in judging the 
length of time for each scene. While 
they average from five to eight 
seconds, simple closeups can be a 
bit shorter and busy long shots 
may require IO seconds or more 
for the eye to take all in. 
Movies at a football game, for 
instance, might linger on the first 
overall view which establishes the 
scene. If panning is done at all, it 
should be done very slowly and 
very steadily. Then the camera, Just 
like a spectators attention, would 
shift to short, closer view* of the 
people in 
the stands, the band 
and cheerleaders, tire substitutes’ 
bench as well as the action on the 
field. 
With 
a 
telephoto lens, a 
glimpse of the scoreboard followed 
by a closeup of individual Joy or 
gloom, as the case may be, would 
make a good finish. 
Need Basic Value 
Like a gem which has to be 
cut and polished to bring out its 
full perfection, home movies must 
have basic value to start with — 
some degree of technical perfection 
and interesting subject matter. The 
polish is added by cutting, editing 
and splicing sequences together to 
make the best possible story. 
Some sound advice on "Editing 
for Betted Movies" has been com­ 
piled by Leo J. Hefferrum, con­ 
sistent winner of many motion 
picture competition. The pamphlet, 
published by the Kalart Company, 
Inc., and available at your local 
camera store, should make home 
showings a more entertaining treat. 
Til in 
white cotton gloves 
are 
recommended 
to prevent finger­ 
prints while handling filnf in edit­ 
ing. Even tiny amounts of finger 
perspiration will leave its mark on 
color film. 
Splicer Is Important 
The most important tool is a 
splicer that has precisely spaced 
sprocket guide pins and cuts the 
film ends cleanly and exactly The 
scraper must be sharp to remove 
the emulsion quickly and the dam p­ 
ing device must exert unfailing, 
overall pressure or the film will 
come apart in projecting. 
A small film viewer is the handi­
